THE TRAGEDY OF 





MUSLIM PRISONERS

In the absence of Islam as a ruling system 
and hence a shield behind which to defend 
themselves, the Muslim Ummah has been 
humiliated on numerous occasions and 
suffered many tragedies, as demonstrated 
by the countless acts of genocide against 
Innocent Muslims in all corners of the earth. 


The disbelievers are taking full advantage of 
the weakness of the Ummah, discriminating 
and degrading the Muslims as they attempt 
To suppress the revival of Islam. This has been 
foretold by the words of Allah #8: 





Should they gain the upper hand over you, 
they would behave to you as enemies, and 
stretch forth their hands and their tongues 
against you with evil, and they desire that you 
should disbelieve. (EMQ 60:2) 


One such humiliation is the increasing 
number of Muslims being imprisoned all over 
the world. Many of whom are either the 
most vulnerable, such as the women and 
children in Al-Hol and Al-Roj or amongst the 
most learned individuals in Islam, like Sheikh 
Omar Bakri Muhammad and Sheikh Nasir Al- 
Fahd caged up like animals in dreadful 
conditions, being interrogated, tortured 
and vilified, on the basis of lies and mistruths, 
concocted for political motives. 


If we examine what crimes they have 
allegedly committed it becomes apparent 
that their crime is only to believe in Allah |, as 
He | mentions: 


They had nothing against them, except that 
they believed in Allah, the Mighty, worthy of all 
Praise! (EMQ 85: 8) 


As Muslims choose belief over disbelief and 
wish to submit to the laws of Allah 4, rather

than the laws of man they are persecuted. 
Muslims are only ‘guilty’ of worshipping 
Allah # and being obedient towards his 
commands. For this very same reason the 
tyrants of the past used to threaten the 
believers with imprisonment. In the Qur’an 
It is Mentioned that Firaun (Pharaoh) said: 
If you choose an lIlah (something worshipped / 
obeyed / followed) other than me, | will 
certainly put you among the prisoners. 
(EMQ 26:29) 


Just like Fircaun in the time of 
Musa sei, the Pharaoh's of our 
time attempt to convince the 
oeople that their actions are justified 
against the Muslims, as they are 
preventing the proliferation of 
injustice and chaos. 

Firaun said Leave me fo kill Musa 
(Moses), and let him call his Lord (to 
stop me from killing him). | fear that 
he may change your religion, or that 
he may cause mischief fo appear in 
the land. (EMQ 40:26) 





They accuse the Muslims of terrorism and 
extremism and yet they are the ones who 
are the real terrorists, as demonstrated by 
their colonialist history and recent 
escapades in Muslim lands, such as in lraq, 
syria and Afghanistan. They accuse the 
Muslims of rebellion but in actual fact they 
are the ones who are rebellious against 
Allah #, misled his people, and they obeyed 
him. 


Verily, they were ever a people who were 
Fdsiqun (rebellious, disobedient to Allah). 
(EMQ 43:54)

Due to the ambiguous nature of the terrorism 
laws, any Muslim that soeaks out against 
oppression or occupation, whether it is in 
syria, lrag, Kashmir, Afghanistan or Palestine 
and speaks against the tyranny of western 
regimes, can be put on trial. 


The reality today is such that if any Muslim is 
suspected of an offence he/she Is perceived 
to be guilty and the burden of proof is upon 
them to prove their innocence. Where Is the 
justice and freedom lauded by the US, UK 
and other western regimes? 


For years now the Muslims have suffered 
under the pretext of The war on Terror’. 
It is About time the Muslim community 
realized that we are the only victims of 
this one sided war and that we need to 


stand together and 
support one another. 


Unfortunately, the vast majority of Muslims 
are oblivious to the issue of Muslim prisoners. 
Many ignore the situation because they are 
not directly affected or are too scared To say 
something in case they are seen as 
collaborators. Other Muslims believe the 
propaganda and would rather rid the 
society of those they believe are ‘trouble 
makers’. 





Regardless of personal opinion we need to 
act upon the revelation and the Messenger 
Muhammad # said “Stand with your Muslim 
brother, whether he is an oppressor or the 
oppressed”. He was asked, “O Messenger of 
Allah, we understand that we must stand with 
fhe oppressed but how do we stand with the 
oppressor?” He said, “By preventing him from 
his oppression. This is how you stand with him”. 
In light of the above statement, all Muslims 
need to understand that they must support 
their brothers and sisters who have been 
imprisoned due To their belief. Whether we 
consent or differ with their views, there is no 
disagreement that they are believers and 
without doubt we are obliged to stand with 








them, as Allah 4 says: 
Indeed, the believers are brothers... (EMQ 49:10) 


Moreover Allah 4 says: 
The male and female believers are allies of one 
another... (EMQ 9:71) 


We have a burden of responsibility in 
answering the cries of our brothers and sisters 
from within the depths of the prisons and we 
cannot and must not remain silent about 
their suffering, as the Proohet Muhammad #2 
said, “No man forsakes a Muslim when his 
rights are being violated or his honour is being 
belittled except that Allah will forsake him ata 
place in which he would love fo have His help. 
And no man helps a Muslim at a time when his 
honour is being belittled or his rights violated 
except that Allah will help him at a place in 
which he loves fo have His help”. [Abu Dawud] 


And also he # said, “He in whose presence a 
Muslim is humiliated and who does not help 
him, being able fo help him, God will humiliate 
him before all creafures on fhe Day of 
Judgment”. (Ahmed) 

In light of the above evidences, the sincere 
believer who is guided by the revelation will 
not question whether or not we support our 
Muslim brothers and sisters rather he or she 
will ask by what means do we support them? 

We should not undermine our responsibility 
towards the prisoners, lon Taymiyyah said in 
his Fatwas (28/635): 


“Freeing prisoners is one of the

Among the 15 other Muslims convicted 
alongside Sheikh Mullah Krekar ts 
Awat Karkuky. Among his so called 
‘crimes’ are ‘maintaining cooperation 
relationships with extremists linked to 
radical Islam’ doing dawah and ‘giving 
out books’. One of those so called 
‘extremists’ being myself. 


Far from the Islamic justice system 
where the Messenger Muhammad (saw) 
said not to judge the guilt of anyone 
until the evidence Is clear like the sun in 
the middle of the day, in Europe today, 
including in Norway, in Italy, and in the 
UK it is abundantly clear that if you are 
Muslim you are guilty first until you can 
¥ ove your innocence. However for the 

Juslim accused of terrorism, extremism 
or radicalisation this becomes virtually 
impossible when you are already tried by 
the media and tabloids, as with the case 
of Sheikh Mullah Krekar. 


The litany of ridiculous 
accusations, charges and 
threats against Sheikh 
Krekar have pursued him 
throughout his time in 
Norway and then in Italy 
where, as we have said, he 
was convicted even without 
for him to be present to 
defend himself! 


All people deserve to be 
considered innocent until proven 
guilty whether in an Islamic 

court or even a non Islamic court 
according to their own principles. 
And yet we find over and over 
again that Muslims are being given 
long stretches in prison without 
any evidence apart from hearsay 
and secret evidence which no one 
is able to challenge. 


We therefore ask Muslims 
everywhere to raise their voice 
and to call for the release of 
Sheikh Mullah Krekar and those 
incarcerated with him, to expose 
the injustices perpetrated against 
them and to call for the beauty 
and justice of Islam to counter the 
oppression of laws which follow 
the whims and desires of fallible 
men and women 





SHEIKH MULLAH 
KREKAR: A TRAVESTY 
OF JUSTICE 


Sheikh Mullah Krekar is a world renowned Islamic scholar who has been, 
throughout his life, a vocal advocate of Islam and Shariah. In July 2019 an 
Italian court convicted him, in his absence, to 12 years in prison as the 
‘spiritual leader of a network headquartered from an online chat room 
on Paltalk called ‘Rawti shax’. Absurdly, Sheikh Krekar was accused of 
planning attacks in the West and of being in charge of a jihad network 
whilst being in prison in Norway! 


The reality is that the Norwegian authorities have been trying to get 

rid of Sheikh Krekar to Iraq since 2003, knowing full well that he faced 
execution there under the oppressive regime. Even the non-Muslim 
lawyers representing Sheikh Krekar are on record about the farcical 
nature of his conviction, saying that it was a ‘day of shame’ and ‘a denial 
of justice’, Moreover the Sheikh’s extradition from Norway to Italy in 
March 2020 came at a time when COVID was rampant and for a 63 year 
old man ina very high risk category from the virus this was no doubt 
intended to cause maximum harm. 


In the legal paperwork associated with Sheikh Mullah Krekar’s conviction 
are accusations which every Muslim will be familiar with today, including 
being a ‘radical’ and wanting to live by Islamic law. He is currently 
detained ina high security prison in Sardinia, Italy. 





SHEIKH ABU HAMZA: 


AN INNOCENT MAN 
CONVICTED BY THE 
MEDIA 


Sheikh Abu Hamza is an 
Islamic Activist and a 
reference point for many 
Muslims. His outspoken 
criticism of Western 
foreign policy in Muslim 
lands and call for the 
Shari'ah drew criticism 
from the anti-Muslim 
press inthe UK and West 
for many years. However, 
due to his disabilities he 
was also the subject of 
constant demonisation 
and vitriol and ultimately 
a public media trial and 
conviction where any 
semblance of rationality 
and legal processes were 
completely ignored, even 
the Queen showed her 
true colours by trying 
to influence the Home 
Secretary in 2012 by saying 
“Surely this man must have 
broken some laws. Why is 
he still at large?" 


Sheikh Abu Hamza is 
currently in the infamous 
ADX Florence prisonin the 

US to which the British 
regime cruelly extradited 
him in 2012 knowing full 
well that the conditions 
there are unfit for anyone 

let alone for a person with 
his physical disabilities. 
Whilst when it came to the 
non-Muslim Julian Assange 
the British Courts decided 


that the same ADX Florence 
would put him at risk of 
suicide due to his mental 
state.

Although being a 
British citizen Sheikh 
Abu Hamza was not 

tried for ‘crimes’ 
the US alleged were 
committed whilst in 

the UK due to evidence 
used being obtained 
by torture which 
would obviously be 
inadmissible. However, 
despite this in 2014 he 
was found guilty of 11 
terrorism charges by 
an obviously biased 
jury in Manhattan and 
sentenced to life in 
prison without the 
possibility of parole. 


Among the humiliation 
being meted our to 
Sheikh Abu Hamza 

include a lack of 
treatment for his 
diabetes and dental 
problems due to 
being forced to open 
tin cans of food with 
whis teeth as he isa 
double amputee of his 
forearms. The lack of 
medical care has led 
to him starting to lose 
sight in his healthy 
eye which has resulted 
in many Injuries 
from collisions and 
accidents. His family 
fear that his*Wealth is 
in such a poor state 
that it will ——: his 
death in prison. 






2015 a former warden 
admitted to the New York 
times that the prison was 
not designed for humanity. 
Despite this, Sheikh Abu 
Hamza continues to remain 
in deplorable conditions, 
his health rapidly 
deteriorating due to the 
inhumane treatment. Even 
the Bureau of Prisons in the 
US was successful in it's 
request for permission to 
submit Sheikh Abu Hamza’‘s 
medical records in support 
of his case for 
compassionate grounds for 
release. 


In addition to all this, the 
Sheikh's family have not 
been granted Visas to visit 
him, despite repeated 
applications and have 
therefore not seen him for 
the past nine years! 


The actions of the British 
government in this case 
come as no surprise as they 
have consistently remained 
complicit in much of 
America’s torture and abuse 
of Muslim prisoners 
throughout the ‘war on 
Terror’. Whether it be 
complicity in extraordinary 
rendition or the abuse at 
Bagram and Abu Ghuraib, 
Britain has stood shoulder 
to shoulder with the 
Americans. 


We therefore call upon 
Muslims to raise their voice 
against the oppression and 
injustice against Sheikh Abu
